phy sics

here at the University of Wiscon­ 
sin. 
The colorful history of helium 
started when it was discovered 
In 1*68 . not on the earth, but on 
the sun. A French astronomer. 
J. Jannsen, viewing an 
eclipse 
with the first spectroscope, not­ 
ed a brilliant y ellow line around 
the sun. That was helium.
